The handsomest dominoes are of pale' 


blue, pink, lavender, or white satin, with 
a border of swan's down or blonde lace 
for trimming. 
A. new fancy is to wear 


over tha domino, o looM-ileoved jnantle, 
out like an ample paletot, dseply pointed 
en each side, with long flowing sleeve* 
and a hood. It may b* baited, bat is more 
graceful and less liable to crush the ball 
dress beneath it when worn loose and 
flowing. Button* and buttonhole* fasten 
tho entire front, and the skirts should be 
long enough to oonoeal tho drore under it.' 
Dominoes made in this, way are not to 
clumsy and ungraceful a* tho full,'old- 
fashioned garment gathered to a yoke. 
The last plan is a good one, however, when 
the skirt of a drew ia used for a domiiioe, 
and it is desirable to cut it a* littia as pos- 
sible. A long-trained gored skirt of whit*, 
black, or any quiet color will answer. A 
deep yoke is ntted half way down the 
body, and a gored skirt, with opening* m 
the side seams for the arms, is plaited to 
the yoke, leaving the front pltun and the 
back quite lull. Dominoosior gentlemen 
are m»de m the way just described. Black 
silk or alpaca, without trimming, is the 
material. 
A plain.mailr, of the color of 


the domino, with a .fall of laco n usually 
worn. 


Peasant chaiactra are exceodinly popu- 


lar this season. 
These require coarse, 


fabrice, and aro inexpensively gotten up. 
Gay, large-Bgnred ohintze* bought of the 
upholster, course serges, and obeap wool 
stuff* make up bright and attractive coe- 
tumes that retain their freshness long 
enough, as they must of necessity be worn 
but u few times. One of tha prettiest 
peasant costumes represent* a spinning- 
girl. The short, full skirt and low, square 
necked sleeveles bodice aro of broad striped 
chintz or cambric, ia buff stripes, alterna- 
ting with white. An apron, with, bib and 
pockets, u of black and white stripes, with 
u border sewed on of a chintz strip* repre- 
'sentmg geld and flax flowers. Withe laco 
tucker in the tquare nock, and short puffed 
sleeves of white muslin. Broad-brimmed 
btraw hut, with flowers in front, and long. 
loops of blue ribbon hanging beneath the 
bi iui on each side. A distaff in her hand 
ia deuurated with blue ribbons and a bunch 
of iisld Uow«rs. Clocked stocking* »nd 
nquare-tond, high heeled slippers, with 
luge buckle*.

Low 
black shoes, with broad, flat; heels. A olose- 
ntting oap or bonnet with cape ia worn on 
the head, and a kerchief of bright color is 
folded around the neck. 


Maud iluller, the bay-maker, wear* a 


short skirt of pink cambric, with blouse 
waist and apron of white muslin. Knots 
of black velvet ribbon with white daises 
in the centre are on her shoulders, and on 
the pockets of her apron. Broad straw 
hat, with velvet and daises clustered in 
the centra of th* crown, A tiny rake, 
wrapped with pink ribbon, i* strapped 
over her shoulder. 


The brigand—a clashing costume copied

wuh perfect di.tinctnets, palm/wro*. 
tree*, and a richneu of •tropioll vegeta- 
tion, such as surpass** all descriptions I 
have read. 


A great chain of, mountain* stretches, 


along' thi* {among bay, whereVe tmterod 
an honr ago (it i* now hali>pMi,<ma p.m.)', 
and too mid-day^ sunlight, alternating 
with the cloud shadow* over the -top* of 
the palms,!* tome like a dream. The 
brightness of the foliage is beyond what 
any painter I bave seen ha* dared attempt, 
and all i* covered .with'' various shades of 
it. There is no bare rook. Bock*, there 
are, in uneven masses and in all direction;, 
but all are covered with the mas* of rich 
foliage. Here and , there « iut appear*, 
jn*t like those so familiar Wyon in tropi- 
cal pictures.

Off Hatteras we had a short bat severe 


gale in the night which turned us about 
in a way not at all pleacant, "but the ship 
preyed herself as staunch a* steel 


The only live thing seen on the trip 


were flying fiih, of whi<,li, during the 
paat fow days, we bave Been great number* 
and very pretty they are. Our band is 
good and the muaio ha* cheered ua from 
time to time. 


(There—we are just at anchor, almost 


seven days to an hour from the moment of 
leaving New York.) 


Our companions have proved very pleas- 


ant, Air. Crane being really valuable.to 
me. 


We have planned several short expedi- 


tions for onr scientific men. (There goes 
the "Star-spangled Banner," and grandly 
it sounds, too) Those email parties are 
to be immediately scut out to explore the 
peninsula of Samana for coal, tbat being 
a capital point of investigation.

, The new year'* balance of war, debt 
and credit,-has been partially completed 
by the Prussian Staatsameigfr in very 
intenatina; figure*. Up to the cloae oi 
September the credit side "of the German 
war account showed 8,577 officer* and 
123,700 men, unwounded prisoner*, 2,100 
guns, and SB eagles, which number wa* 
increased ia the month* of October and 
November to 10,067 officer*, 303,643 on- 
wounded soldiers, 4,130 guns; among th»ci 
170 mitrailleuse* and 112 eagles. Be- 
side, these there most be included the 
prisoners made durinc the battles on the 
Loire, the battle near Ainicn?, and the fall 
of the fortresses Diedenhoien, Pfalebnrg, 
and Montmedj; the number of prisoner* 
in Germany being now estimated m round 
number* 'at 350,000. The booty in vehi- 
cles, fire and hand arms, and munition 
gained in tbe various fortresseB and on the 
battle fields ia immense. At Sedan, 835 
munition wagons, 54 lafettes, over 100 
fore-part* of gun-carriages, 355 train. 
wagon*, 01 field smithies. 57.000 rifle*, 
3.800 cavalry sabres, 900,000 infantry 
cartridges, 00,000 cannon bulU, 50,000 
bomb*, grenade*, grapeshot and cartridges 
fell into the hands of the Germans: at 
Metz wen found 1,400 lafetteg. 1,000 
fore-part* of gun carriages, 2,000 w»g- 
ODF,100,QOO rifles,. 250 ton. of powder; at 
SchMUtadt 1S!0 lafettea, 6,000 rifles, 000 
ton* of powder. These figures may give 
•onie idea of tbe amount of booty made 
during the, whole, campaign: The value 
of this to Germany is very little, since of 
the guns and munitions the greater part 
is of no use to the German artillery, and 
only vaiuuole for remelting. Toe lose to 
the French i. all the greater. lu the an- 
nual report *ent into the Corps Legislaiif 
in 1807, in th~e" armament of France, tbe 
arms on hand were giten, at 1,700 rifle* 
and field guns, and wahT the smooth-bores 
on hand (6"200), and howitzers of various 
calibre, 506 mitrailleuse*, and stout 
600 mortar*, altogether 7,300. "Whether 
these were all on hand, or were distributed, 
i* not eaid. The French los-i on gun* 
alone haa been estimated by a German 
writer at nearly 20,000,000 franc*. Tbe 
total French lots of men IH e«timit,tod by 
Juliu* Von Wickede at 300,000—toO.OOO 
being killed, wou'ndad, or unable to do 
duty. These figures'ure, if anything, too 
low. 
The totxl German luesen, m killed, ^ 


wounded, sick, and those who bave dud 
of disease, are not far from 20,000 men. 
A* those that die from ciseate are not en- 
tered in tbe official lists of the d*~'d, 
it i* impossible to nay • bow ninny rn-m. 
the war ha* actually cost.- Ttmt di»- 
caee carries off more than tbe bullet, in a 
fact proved in all previous wars. But the 
lor* that Germany has to bear is in finitely 
umallar than would have been tbe owe bad 
France invaded Germany. When Prussia 
invaded, Austria in 18GG, the result wa* 
that those districts which the army 
pissel through, or stayed in, lo»t by 
diaeaie alone—mostly cholera—850,000 of 
the population; nnd a los*, bat corres- 
pondingly greater, is now to be] recoided 
m France, tbe figures of which will 
startle the world when published.

The Com mitt ee on the Revision of the 


.Laws have made a careful report, prepared 
by Mr. Jencke«, upon a bill to modify the 
Bankrupt Act, the jcope of which is to 
give additional powers to the Registers in 
B<tnkruptcv, and to establish" them as in- 
'ferior court* in the several Congress Di»- 
tricto for which they are appointed, for 
the transaction of tne greater, .portion of 
the bujicetw in bankruptcy. The theory 
of tbe existing law u that every matter of 
law or fact upon which an isane is 
framed shall be adjudicated by the Dis- 
trict Judge aa a Court ot Bankruptcy, and 


other matter ot administration 


under the law and the general orders may 
be disposed of by tbe Register. Tbe 
Register ia required to stat^ every issue 
that arises before him in transacting the 
administrative bnsino«s of the court, and 
to certify it to the Judge for decision, and 
the Judge may or may not require his 
opinion on sack ,i»*ue; bat which, if 
given, is of no avail unless adopted by the 
Judge, The committee are opposed to 
any proposition to clothe the Registers 
with the powers of Judges, and allow 
them to hold a kind of inferior United 


_ States Court, and state their reasons at 


length. They say that the Registers are 
already clothed with the power to transact 
all business except only that which re- 
quires the eieroise of the judicial power, 
and which by the constitution is confined 
to the courts alone.

Any one whosoever desires th'at to beautify 
their lots by planting extra shrubs or flow- 
er?, can do so by informing the Superin- 
tendent, who will furnish men for per- 
forming the work at tho expense of the 
owner. A email annual tax will bo levied 
on th'e lot owners for keeping the grounds 
in order, but as there are to be no fences, 
the whole grounds can bo kept in perfect 
condition with tbo nid of mowing ma- 
chines, at comparatively little cost.
